SPECIAL APPEAL FOR £100,000. 


The outstanding feature in the Association’s history this year, which Special Appeal 
‘ cae for £100,000. 
has absorbed a great part of its activity, has been the Special Appeal for 
£100,000 briefly outlined in last year’s Report. 


Perhaps at the outset it would be well to state the objects of the Appeal 
and the reasons which led the Council to launch this big effort. 


Tuberculosis is still one of the greatest menaces to civilisation; and 
ranks as one of the first five ‘‘killing’’ diseases. In spite of the combined 
forces of the Government and voluntary agencies, tuberculosis was 
responsible for 37 ,o20 deaths in England and Wales in 1926; a disease 
whose origin 1s known, a disease which is preventable, a disease which can 
be cured if an early diag nosis be made and treatment under medical super- 
vision carried a a disease in overcoming which patience, common 
sense, anda healthy outlook on fife play an important part. 


The Association wants to arouse the public to action, to make all feel 
that it is their duty to associate themselves with this great national move- 
ment to eradicate tuberculosis from our. midst, as has happened with 
leprosy, plague, and to a large extent, typhoid fever and small-pox. 


Every one can do something little or great. Is there a family in this 
country who has not had some tragic experience of tuberculosis ? 


The Association is appealing for £100,000, much of which will be 
spent on an intensive educational campaign throug hout the country to show 
how tuberculosis can be prevented. Full details, ah illustrations, will be 
found later in this book, ! 


Objects of 
the Appeal. 


Objects of the Appeal. 


Among the objects of the Appeal are the following :— 
FIRSTLY « 


Education of the public; that is all sections of the public through- 
out the length and breadth of the land. To give knowledge of the real 
nature of tuberculosis, how to avoid it, how to prevent its spread and 
how to cure it. Above ali in importance is the teaching of these 
essential facts to school children of all classes. 


SECONDLY : 


The promotion, where they do not exist, of uniform Tuberculosis 
Care Committees. These ought to form a network over the whole 
country, but at present they are all too few. Although they must and 
do form part of the official machinery, these Care Committees are 
composed largely of voluntary members, and are dependent for their 
success on the degree of enthusiasm of this voluntary effort. In their 
hands lie the greatest of all influences in Prevention: for their work is 
to investigate and oversee every case of tuberculosis reported in that 
district; to advise, to persuade, to give sympathy, to help the entire 
family or household in anv way possible. 


TRIRDEye 


Probably every one has at some time or other come in contact 
with a case of tuberculosis for whom some particular assistance was 
necessary, and yet seemed ineligible for help from any source that 
could be discovered. There are so many of these difficult cases that 
the National Association wants to set aside a fund from which grants 
can be made where the need cannot be met from any other source. 


These points must appeal to every one of us, for above all they deal 
with PREVENTION and with the INDIVIDUAL; they wili also be economical 


because they will cause the State machinery of treatment to be used to 
much better advantage. 


The Council are particularly happy in having secured the Marchioness 
of Titchfield as Chairman of the Special Appeal. She has thrown herself 
heart and soul into the work and has never spared herself. Lady Titchfield 
has worked most strenuously for the Appeal, not only in the office and in

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attending meetings, but in using her influence to interest many people 
in the work through her simplicity, charm, and enthusiasm. 


Nor can the Council find words to express how much the Appeal 
owes to Miss Edith McGaw, who initiated the Appeal and as Honorary 
Secretary has worked unremittingly for its success. Her wise counsel 
and knowledge of the work and aims of the Association have been of 
incalculable value, and the time and help that Miss McGaw has freely 
given at the office and outside has been unsparing alwavs. 


The Appeal was started just a year ago, in the first week of the General 
Strike, but this proved no bad omen. The Council, realising that if the 
effort were to be successful the first step must be to engage a first-class 
organiser, approached Mrs. Frank Braham, who kindly consented to 
undertake the Appeal. The Council consider themselves most fortunate in 
having Mrs. Braham’s services; her amazing energy, enthusiasm and 
resource have been responsible for so much of the success of the Appeal. 


Mansion House Dinner. 


The Appeal had a splendid launch when His Royal Highness The 
Prince of Wales, as President of the Association, graciously attended the 
Dinner held on 16th July, 1926. For this event the Lord Mayor kindly 
lent the Mansion House, where a brilliant and important gathering of 
nearly 400 guests assembled. One of the features of the Dinner was the 
naming of different tables, each presided over by a lady of distinction.

re se ok te We have, first of all, to thank the Lord Mayor very sincerely for his 
Dinner hospitality this evening, for any Association which is fortunate enough 
to have the Mansion House as the place for its Appeal Dinner is given 


a very splendid start. 


I can assure you that my family has been for a long time deeply 
interested in the work of this Association, of which I have the honour to 
be President. 


And how can you possibly wonder at that? The work is very 
important and very urgent: the subject is a grave one because tuber- 


culosis is one of the penalties of our civilisation. To savages and to 
wild animals it is hardly a name, but it is a disease that has accompanied 
civilisation from the earliest time. It affects all classes, rich and poor 


alike. It has been introduced into our social life—we know it now. Surely 
what hasbeen introduced can be removed. 


Fifty years ago we did not know the cause of this terrible disease, 
but now, thanks to the labours of scientific and social investigators, 
we have our eyes open not only to the cause but also to the conditions 
which allow this cause to act. Those conditions and the cause itself 
can be rendered ineffective—in other words, we know that tuberculosis 
is preventable. King Edward, who was the Founder and the first 
President of this fine Association, once asked a question, which assumes 
great importance to-day. It was a very important question; it was 
a very simple one: “‘If preventable, why not prevented ?’’. Since this 
Association was founded an enormous amount has been done towards 
the desired end, as a glance at the record in vour hands will reveal. 


It is a very remarkable and reassuring fact that during the lifetime of 
this Association the death-rate from tuberculosis in England and Scotland 
has fallen approximately 50 per cent. The part that has been played 
both nationally and internationally towards this gratifying result by those 
interested and realising the seriousness of the whole question has been 
magnificent and is very well illustrated in the pages of that record which 
we have before us to-night. It is worthy of the highest possible praise. 


But because of the conditions and the causes which create and 
inaintain tuberculosis, the warfare must necessarily be a prolonged one. 
The enemy is very widely and deeply entrenched, and we must seek out 
every possible means to arm the public in self-defence in the interests of 
hearth and home. 


(Oe) 


Now, Ladies and Gentlemen, I think we all of us realise that every 
man, woman, and child could do something against this common foe if 
only they knew how, and this Association, confident of the ultimate victory 
of an educated nation, is concentrating on the development of a plan for 
intensive popular education on the causes and the prevention of this terrible 
disease. 


But even with victory in prospect the struggle is bound to 
continue, bearing numerous and tragic casualties in its train. For many 
of these the State has made excellent provision, that is through 
the Tuberculosis Service of this country, but at times circumstances and 
occasions arise and exist which are naturally beyond any State action or 
control. There are claims for hardship suffered through tuberculosis 
which a Government department cannot always meet, and it is the purpose 
of this Association to deal with such claims by rendering, as far as lies 
in its power, immediate help when the Government machinery is necessarily 
insufficient. ; 


And, Ladies and Gentlemen, another thing that we must not forget is 
that tuberculosis is oftena very prolonged illness which puts an intolerable 
strain on the energy and resources of the individual and of the individual’s 
household. In order to meet these difficulties with any hope of success, 
the greatest possible care must be taken, and this care must be continuous 
throughout the whole period of that illness, which often lasts for several 
years. 


The only way to attain this necessary and uninterrupted care for a 
large part of the population of this countrv is by the establishment of 
effective Care Committees, which, acting in conjunction with splendid 
Medical Officers, would be in a position to consider the needs and lighten 
the burdens as no existing agency possibly can. The Ministry of Health 
realises the need for Tuberculosis Care Committees and recommends their 
formation all over the country. 


But all the ttems of the Association’s programme for a renewed 
campaign against this terrible disease require money—they require a lot 
of money, and the Association feels that this is an opportune moment 
in which to appeal to the thought and to the generosity of voluntary 
givers. May I, Ladies and Gentlemen, as Chairman of this Dinner, 
most earnestly endorse this Appeal ? 


To-night I have attempted to speak to you, not as one who pretends 
to any technical knowledge of the causes and effects of tuberculosis—- 
although I have visited many tuberculosis hospitals in my travels round 
the world and know the terrible things that can happen—but rather, if 
I may say so, as an ordinary man just putting before you facts that you 


i) 


or I or any member of the community may, at some moment, have to face 
in our own homes. 


The record of this Association’s efforts shows that any money con- 
tributed to this cause will be well spent, and the need is great because the 
battle is not yet won. 


As President, Ladies and Gentlemen, | shall be very proud to 
complete the work that was inaugurated by my grandfather. I know 
that there are many of you here to-night who have already given very 
generously—and may I mention that His Majesty The King has con- 
tributed £100 to-night—but I also appeal to a wider public to help us 
and give the lead here in England by eradicating a disease that is still 
a very grave menace to the country and to the human race. 


The Marchioness of Titchfield, 


Chairman of the Appeal Commtttee. 


Following the speech by His Royal Highness it is with great 
diffidence that I rise to address so large and distinguished a gathering, 
and I must say I consider it a great ordeal. But I speak as Chairman 
of the Appeal Committee. 


We are deeply honoured by the presence of our President, His Royal 
Highness The Prince of Wales, this evening, and his kindness in con- 
senting to preside at this Dinner has been of incalculable value to the 
Appeal. Will your Royal Highness please accept our sincere apprecia- 
tion and believe what a difference it has made to the Appeal ? 


It was more than six months ago that Sir Arthur Stanley asked me 
to undertake the arrangements for this Dinner. The Dinner was post- 
poned owing to the lamented death of our beloved Queen Alexandra, but 
during these past months I have had an opportunity of thoroughly 
studying the work of the National Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, and I speak with complete confidence when I say that I am 
convinced that the cause which I plead is of the greatest urgency. 


In 1898, when Sir William Broadbent explained to King Edward (then 
Prince of Wales) what tubercuiosis meant in this country, how it attacked 
the children, and how long it lasted, often through a whole lifetime, he 
realised what it meant to the nation, not only in sorrow and in suffering 
—though that was bad enough— but in the wastage of man and woman 
power and the loss in child mortality, which meant a great deal to the 
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Empire. At that now famous meeting at Marlborougn House in 1898, 
when King Edward founded this Association, he said: 


‘‘Not only do I take the deepest interest in this important subject, 
“but if anything lies in my power to further this great object I shall 
‘“‘only be too proud to doit, and to give my assistance to this 
‘*Association.”’ 


What has been the result? Since 1898 the death rate from tuberculosis 
has fallen by about one-half. If you will look at the chart showing 
two red columns at the end of the History to which His Royal Highness 
has reférred vou will see what I mean. The fall is wonderful and gives 
us great hope for our future work. But that shorter column still represents 
50,000 deaths a year, as well as millions crippled by this disease. This 
is far too much for any civilised country to allow. 


The Council of the National Association want to do three things, if 
they can get sufficient funds. They want to appoint three first-class 
medical lecturers and equally first-class organisers of Tuberculosis Care 
Committees, and they want a fund from which grants may be made to 
families suffering from this trouble who cannot get sufficient help from 
other sources. 


Now, these three things can only be done if we get a sufficient sum of 
money. If we can do these things we believe that that shorter column 
will again be halved and eventually swept away altogether. 


I appeal to every one here to-night to do all in their power to help this 
National Association, but I appeal especially to mothers, who, for the 
sake of their own children and for the sake of the children of the nation, 
should do all in their power to save those lives which are going to be of 
such value in the future. I appeal to you to help our President, His Royal 
Highness The Prince of Wales, to finish that work begun by our first 
President, King Edward the Seventh, and wipe tuberculosis out of this 
country. 


Mrs. Neville Chamberlain. 


I want, first of all, if 1 may, to express to you on behalf of my 
husband his very sincere regret that he is unable to be with us this 
evening on account of another public engagement. I confess too that 
I very much regret his absence, because it has imposed upon me a task 
for which IT do not feel at all competent, but for which I am sure I shall 
have your indulgence. 


I take it that I have been asked this evening to represent him, and I 
should therefore like to put to you a point of view on which he feels 
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very strongly indeed, and that is the immense value of voluntary work 
in the prevention of disease, and the importance to the nation of realising 
that it must not get into the habit of depending upon the State for 
anything and everything. The Government and the local authorities are 
doing an immense amount in providing sanatoria, tuberculosis dispensaries 
and so forth, but I want to remind you, although you have already been 
told by His Roval Highness The Prince of Wales this evening, that the 
pioneer work in our campaign was entirely voluntary. It was a voluntary 
Association that established the first tuberculosis dispensary; it was 
voluntary Associations that founded nearly all the sanatoria prior to the 
passing of the National Scheme. It was a voluntary Association which 
created the first training colony for tuberculous men. 


It was therefore in fact voluntary Associations that provided the 
initiative, and an example to the State; and [ need not tell you that that 
voluntary Association which was mainly responsible for this work, either 
through branches of its own or through the initiative of members of its 
Council, was the body which we are here to assist this evening. I am 
sure you will agree with me that this record of work shows that they are 
entitled to the support of the public, both now and in the future, 


We must not think that the need for voluntary work is now at an end. 
Ideas will be coming forward freely and they will be followed by more 
and more work until our object is attained. 


I should like just to mention the two special directions in which no 
Government department can take the place of the voluntary worker—first 
of all, after-care, and then the education of the public. We are spending 
enormous sums of money and raising people’s hopes by treating them in 
sanatoria. They leave there in conditions which, if they were properly 
attended to, would enable them to live for many years and become useful 
citizens. But, unfortunately, in a great many cases they return to home 
conditions where, after a while, the benefits are lost and they fall into a 
state of hopelessness and helplessness, which may only end with their 
death. There always remains a Jarge number of people who rely on the 
personal attention and the supervision and the sympathetic advice 
arising out of human sympathy and understanding—which no Govern- 
ment department can possibly give. And then the personal touch means 
so much in other ways, not only in connection with practical advice, but 
also by instilling courage and a cheerfulness and a hope into the patient 
and into the whole family, which is in itself a quite definite help towards 
recovery. 


The value of after-care work is not confined to the individuals who get 


the benefit. It is helping to prevent the spread of infection, because it is 
educating all those who come into contact with the disease, and this is the

* 


other side of the voluntary work which I want to emphasize—education 
and propaganda. We want to help those who will help themselves. 
Whatever helpful regulations the authorities may devise to prevent 
infection, it 1s quite impossible for them to impose them upon an un- 
willing public. The people must be helped to understand the why and 
the wherefore before they will adopt the measures. The local authorities 
have recently acquired new powers to enable them to carry out propaganda 
and give education, but there is no doubt whatever that they will want the 
assistance of the voluntary worker. I should not be at all surprised if 
a little gentle stimulation from the voluntary Associations were found 
necessary. 


The problem, then, is how best to interest people in their own salvation, 
and this work—there is no doubt whatever about it—can best be supple- 
mented by those voluntary workers who care for the welfare of the people 
and who are willing to give their time and their hearts to the work. Now, 
for those of us who are here this evening, surely there is no greater work 
in which we can interest ourselves and our friends. 


Someone said to me the other day that the proper task of a member 
of the Government amounted to this: To translate the ideal into the 
practical—and this is the task that lies before all of us who feel any 
sense of responsibility. We are either helping or hindering the progress 
of the race; we are either raising it a little higher or depressing it a 
little lower. But I know that all of us who are here this evening are 
determined to do whatever lies in our power to raise the et of 
health and happiness of our people and of our race, and it is quite 
unnecessary for me or for the Minister of Health to add our plea to the 
great appeal which His Roval Highness has made to us all this evening 
to give whatever we possibly can to this really splendid Association.

In this country we are often accused of lack of imagination. To-night I 
would try in a few words to stir your imagination. [ would ask you to 
visualise the importance of this appeal as a National Appeal. 1 would 
ask you to realise its catholicity, appealing as it does to every class and 
to every creed, and ] would endeavour to take vour imagination along the 
road for, say, fifteen or twenty years, when our fervent hope is that this 
ereat scourge will have been destroyed, and then vou will look back to 
this 16th of July, 1926, and you will say to vourselves: ‘‘I was present 
on that occasion at the Mansion House when the Appeal was launched,’’ 
and the measure of your happiness then will be the measure of vour 
generosity to-night. 
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But, Ladies and Gentlemen, there is an enormous amount of spade 
work to do, and the cry from my heart to-night is: Give me those spades. 
In addition to the spades we have to create the expensive and intricate 
machinery of propaganda that has already been referred to. The object 
of that machinery is to create light power, so that it can penetrate the 
darkness which exists about this disease. 


The third object of the appeal requires no imagination; it is, you have 
been told, to relieve the necessitous cases which are knocking at our doors. 
But, Sir, something tells me that no more words of mine are needed for 
this appeal, because I have a fancy, and my fancy is, that on every 
occasion when this historic hall is lent by the kindness of succeeding Lord 
Mayors for charitable appeals, a far-seeing Providence sends an Angel 
to hover over this ancient building, and the mission of that Angel is to 
open your eyes and to quicken your hearts and to set in motion the 
sacred fount of charity. |

Lansdowne House Ball. 


During the autumn the Committee decided that the next great effort 1ansdowne 
should be a ball. Lady Titchfield approached H.R.H. The Prince of "°° ?3 
Wales as to whether he would honour the Association a second time by 
his presence. The Prince graciously consented and chose 5th January. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Gordon Selfridge and Princess Wiasemsky, 
Lansdowne House was lent for the occasion. This beautiful and historic 
house is a wonderful setting for a ball, and the Association owes a great 
debt of gratitude to Mr. Selfridge for his generosity in allowing his house 
to be used and for the many acts of kindness in connection with the ball. 
Lansdowne House Ball was one of the most successful balls ever held in 
London; over a thousand guests were present, and equally so from the 
financial point of view, a clear profit of £7,360 being made, a record for 
a Charity Ball held in a private house. Every one was extraordinarily kind 
and generous. The ladies of the Appeal Committee worked nobly for its 
success and were more than justified in their hopes. Most beautiful prizes 
were given by members of the Committee and by leading firms, for the 
most graceful Tango and Charleston. Mr. Jack Hylton gave his services 
and brought his band for a nominal fee. All the champagne was 
given through the kind offices of some of the ladies of the Committee. 
Unfortunately, owing to the death of H.M. The Emperor of Japan, which 
occurred just before the ball, Lady Titchfield received word from His 
Royal Highness The Prince of Wales that he was unable owing to Court 
mourning to carry out his original intention of being present.

His offer was 
accepted most warmly and Colonel Camilleri formed a strong local 
Committee with Sir Edwin Stockton as Treasurer and Mrs. J. H. Wilson 
as Joint Honorary Secretary. The Manager of the Midland Hote! 
generously put the hotel at the disposal of the Manchester Committee, 
and Mr. Blattner made himself responsible for the entertainments. The 
ball took place on 24th February, 1927, and according to Manchester 


surpassed any ball ever held there before. It reflects Sreat credit on 
Colonel Camilleri, who went to Manchester as a complete stranger and 
organised such a wonderfully successful ball. The Marchioness of 


Titchfield, accompanied by Mrs. Frank Braham, went up especially to 
attend the ball and expressed great satisfaction with all the arrangements. 
Mr. Blattner, as director of entertainments, left no stone unturned to :nake 
the ball unlike anything ever held in London. There were fifteen cabaret 
shows running continuously and at the same time, exhibition dances, etc.

There are many other functions too numerous to mention, for which 
the grateful thanks of the Association are due to the promoters, who have 
shown their interest in the prevention of tuberculosis in a really practical 
way. 
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EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


-\s an outcome of the success of the Special Appeal the Council are ina 
position to fulfil one of the main objects for which the money has been 
given, namely, education of the public in the prevention of tuberculosis. 


Dr. William Brand, Tuberculosis Officer for Camberwell, has been 
appointed Medical Commissioner. This has been rendered possible by 
the kind action of the Camberwell Borough Council, who have granted 
Dr. Brand a year’s leave of absence. Since his appointment last April 
Dr. Brand has been hard at work drawing up plans. In doing so the 
Association’s experiences gained in its extensive and successful educational 
campaign before the war will be of great value. 


The Council have decided that the most practical way is for each town 
or district to be visited by a motor caravan, containing a small tuberculosis 
exhibition. This exhibition consists of models of hygienic and unhygienic 
rooms ; cowsheds; shelters ; coloured posters; charts; photographs; lantern 
slides ; a portable cinema and films. 


All the above exhibits have been carefully selected and illustrate (1) 
how tuberculosis is caused; (2) how tuberculosis can be prevented; (3) 
how tuberculosis is cured. 


The posters have been executed by well-known artisis and depict the 
ways in which tuberculosis is spread and how it can be avoided. Photo- 
graphs include pictures of home treatment; an open-air school; patients 
undergoing treatment in various institutions; insanitary areas, etc, 


The portable cinema apparatus will be used mostly in country districts, 
the difficulty of lighting will be overcome by running the projector off the 
motor. Simple films will be shown. A medical expert will be in charge 
of the caravan and will give lectures both to adults and children. The 
exhibits will be displayed and explained to the audience in halls or school 
rooms. 


The Council have purchased and equipped three motor vans and as 
funds permit will add to this number. The three caravans will be ready 
to start simultaneously in the summer. One tour has been definitely 
arranged for the Highlands and Outer Islands of Scotland during several 
months. The co-operation of the Scottish Branch of the British Red Cross 
Society has been most kindly promised,

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BROADCASTING. 


Through the kindness of the British Broadcasting Company a health Broadcasting. 
talk on tuberculosis was broadcasted on 13th October, 1926. Mrs. Neville 
Chamberlain, a member of the Special Appeal Committee, was approached 
and most willingly consented to speak. Her talk was so simple and 
sympathetically expressed that it is thought desirable to publish it in full 
as follows :— 


Broadcasted on Isth October, 1926, by 
Mrs. Neville Chamberlain. 


I have been asked to speak for a few minutes on the subject of tuber- 
culosis, its prevention and cure, and am only too glad to do so if any words 
of mine can create further interest in fighting this terrible malady. 


This is a subject which must interest us all; there can be few of us 
who have not a relative or friend suffering from tuberculosis and we know 
therefore something of the anxiety and unhappiness which it can bring and 
what we are coming to realise is that much of this suffering is unnecessary 
and can be prevented if proper precautions are taken. 


Our doctors and scientists are discovering as they did not in the old 
days the causes of diseases and in many cases they know how to secure 
their prevention but the value of these discoveries is necessarily lessened 
where we—the people—do not realise them or understand how to put the 
knowledge into everyday use. | 


The work of prevention can only be carried out if we all work together 
to follow the directions the doctors give us. 


Now tuberculosis is not a disease which is specially severe in this 
country aS many suppose. Indeed the reverse is the case. 


England has one of the lowest and most rapidly falling death-rates 
in the world. 


In 1915, 54,000 people died from tuberculosis in England and Wales. 
Last year with a much larger population the deaths were only 40,000, a 
reduction of 26 per cent.—or actually over one-quarter in ten years. 


This is indeed something to be thankful for and the result justifies 
the expenditure which the nation and the local authorities have poured 


out upon public health in general and the treatment of tuberculosis in 
particular. 


It is very difficult for us to realise how wonderful has been the change 
as regards health and healthy conditions in this country within recent 
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times. Good Queen Anne, who reigned about two hundred years ago, 
had seventeen children, every one of whom died in infancy with the 
exception of a single boy and he only lived till the age of twelve. 


To-day with our public health departments, our maternity and child 
welfare centres, our school medical service, our better ideas of feeding, 
clothing and sanitation, such a tragedy would be inconceivable in any 
house in the land, and with clean milk, clean meat, smoke abatement, better 
housing and all the other things for which my husband is working so hard, 
we may confidentally hope to see fresh lines of health opened up for the 
future. 


Great Britain fs the only country in the world where there is a national 
tuberculosis scheme, making a network pattern throughout the country, 
with tuberculosis dispensaries where people can be examined and their 
needs determined and with sanatoria, hospitals, open-air treatment they 
require and there is no doubt that this scheme has done much to reduce 
tuberculosis. 


But there still remains the need for voluntary work, particularly in 
the direction of education and of care committees and this is where the 
National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, for which I am 
speaking to-day comes in. 


I want to tell you about it because I think you will be reading of its 
work in the papers. 


This Association was founded by King Edward VII when Prince of 
Wales in 1898. King Edward realised that tuberculosis brought sorrow 
and suffering to almost every home in the country, for it spares neither 
rich nor poor and young and old alike are among its victims. So he said 
these words: “If anything hes in my power to further this great object I 
shall be only too pleased to do it and to give my assistance to the 
Association.» Fle became its first President. and. his question) Ii 
preventable, why not prevented ?’’ has become a household word. 


Now the Association did splendid pioneer work in starting most of 
the tuberculosis dispensaries and sanatoria before the formation of the 
national health scheme in 1912. It is therefore a body of much experience 
and it has now determined that the time has come for a big forward move 
to educate and arouse the nation so that people may take fuller advantage 
of the opportunities given them. 


I am sure there are many who do not yet realise that tuberculosis is a 
curable disease if taken in time and that the cure not only means life and 


health to the patient but prevents their becoming a source of infection to 
others. 
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I know how hard it is for a mother to send her child away to a strange 
sanatorium. I know the fight that goes on in the mind of the fathers 
and mothers themselves when they are told they should go; only too 
often they return before the cure is completed because they feel the home 
cannot get on without them. 


Only education on the subject will get us over these natural obstacles. 


And so the Association is arranging a great scheme for intensive 
popular education on the causes and prevention of the disease. 


It will be shown for instance how necessary it is to attend tuberculosis 
dispensaries at the first sign of the disease. The precautions that must be 
observed where the disease has already been contracted, the value of fresh 
air and sunlight in combating and preventing it will all be emphasized. 


Where after care committees do not exist their formation will be 
advocated for they have done and are doing most valuable work in tracing 
out the sources of disease and helping the sufferers to follow the instructions 
of the doctor. 


I do hope you are interested. How much I wish I could see your 
faces, for you know this is my first attempt at a general broadcast and it 
is very different to chatting with my friends over a cup of tea or even to 
speaking on a public platform. 


I want to appeal especially to those of you who are mothers. I ama 
mother myself and we mothers know how much the happiness of our 
children and their success in after life depends upon their health. 


We can do more than anyone to help them to build up a sound 
constitution which will resist disease; by encouraging them to live in the 
open air as much as possible and by planting in them a love of outdoor 
recreation and sport including, I must add, fishing, a great pastime 
whether in canal, river or lake. And this open air will help children to 
go to sleep earlier. I never think we give our growing children sufficient 
sleep; they need so much more than we grown-ups. 


Of course I know that healthy conditions of living are far more 
difficult for some than for others but those who are more fortunate can. 
help the others and find a joy and satisfaction in doing so. 


Now my time is nearly up. Just one word more. 
I always feel that there is nothing that so unites us, no matter what 


our place in life may be, as a sympathy arising out of those joys and 
sorrows that are common to us all.

And surely therefore the thought of the anxieties and sufferings of so 
many thousands of men and women and children will rouse us and unite 
us in a desire each to make some contribution to the improvement of the 
health and consequently the happiness of all. 


The National Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis will 
show you one way of helping and if what I have said will cause you to 
take a little interest in its splendid work I shall indeed be happy.

A new (5th) edition of the Handbook of Tuberculosis Schemes will 
be issued quite shortly, which will form a complete directory of tuber- 
culosis work throughout Great Britain and Ireland. 


This Handbook* has proved to be an extremely useful and 
informative book and has been much appreciated by tuberculosis workers 
abroad as well as at home. It deserves to be more widely known to the 
general public. 


12th Annual Conference, 1926. 


The Conference held in Glasgow on Ist and 2nd July, 1926, at the 
invitation of the Glasgow Corporation was well attended in spite of the 
fact that owing to the general strike reduced railway fares could not be 
granted. 


The two main subjects discussed were :— 


(1) Provision for the care of non-pulmonary forms of tuberculosis. 


(2) The actual place and function of the tuberculosis dispensary in 
the tuberculosis scheme. 


Other papers read were of great interest. 


The last day of the Conference was devoted to visits to tuberculosis 
institutions and to demonstrations of X-ray photographs. 


The Council would like to record their grateful thanks to the Lord 
Provost of Glasgow, Dr. Macgregor, Medical Otficer of Health, and to 
many others for their kind co-operation and hospitality in making the 
Association so welcome,

BURKOW Pre COLONY, FRIMLEY. 


Report of the Resident Medical Superintendent. 


In submitting the Fifth Annual Report of Burrow Hill Colony I have 
pleasure in recording a most successful year during which the continued 
usefulness of the institution has been amply demonstrated. 


The introductory portion of this report indicates the essential nature of 
the colony and the general principles on which its successful work depends. 
In the latter part of the report the details of its activities illustrate the practical 
application of these principles. 


The whole atmosphere of the colony is an antidote to the inertia of 
invalidism. There is nothing in its appearance and setting to recall the 
hospital or obtrude the idea of sickness, but much that makes a strong 
suggestion of health. 


Moreover the aim of the daily routine and the régime of life in general 
is to accustom the patient to habits of work and activity and so fit him for 
his return to ordinary life. | With increasing capacity for work a greater 
degree of liberty is granted and thus the colony becomes a testing ground 
as well as a training ground. 


The social life of the colony also serves to maintain a valuable point of 
contact with normal life outside. The patients conduct these social activities 
themsevles through the agency of office-bearers, whom they elect from time to 
time. This serves to arouse initiative and a sense of responsibility which are 
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most valuable assets, and assists materially in increasing the happiness and 
well-being of the colony community. 


It is gratifying to record that so many patients have made a good 
recovery and received benefit which is likely to be permanent during the year 
under review. In recalling such cases, many of whom have been in residence 
for long periods, one is convinced that the happy results attained are in large 
measure the outcome of the colony régime. 


The value of long and continuous treatment is universally admitted. The 
colony offers very special advantages for the young adult who has already 
commenced an apprenticeship, or the adolescent who has not yet earned a 
living. 

_ Thus it will be seen that the colony provides a very practical contribution 
to any scheme dealing with tuberculosis. In order that the aim of the colony 
be fully accomplished, it must attract those carefully selected cases, which 
alone are capable of response. Its best work will be achieved when it takes 
its own place as a link in the chain of treatment—the link which connects the 
sanatorium with the world of affairs. 


While this description of the colony and its functions is doubtless familiar 
enough, it seems certain that its importance and practical value have yet to 
be realised. Hence a re-statement of the aims of the colony would appear 
to be opportune inasmuch as it is evoked by experience of the year reviewed 
in the report. 


During this period very excellent work has been done at Burrow Hill 
Colony, and this is especially satisfactory in view of the great variety of cases

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dealt with. On account of this variety of material, it has only been possible to 
arrive at these satisfactory results by a close study of the individual case, 
and modification of régime according to the requirements of the individual. 


Without minimising in any way the value of the work carried through 
in 1926, results of much greater value could be obtained, if a larger number 
of suitable cases were available. 


These suitable cases will appear in ever increasing numbers when it is 
more generally recognised that the colony has a usefulness which is peculiar 
to itself and is a worthy ally to other measures in the warfare against 
tuberculosis. |

Outdoor Departments. 


Carpentry and Joinery Department.—For this section those patients are 
specially selected who display some technical ability and who intend to make 
use of the experience gained. The execution of orders from outside provides 
a variety of opportunity and maintains interest. 


Market Garden and Grounds.—As in former years the majority of 
patients are employed in this section. Gardening offers many grades of 
labour and the work in which the men are engaged calls for no special aptitude. 
Those patients who express a desire to follow out this line of work on 
completion of treatment are afforded additional facilities. 


Farm.—The land has now reached a high state of cultivation and is 
yielding excellent crops. In the pig and poultry section, which is under the 
direction of the farm foreman, work is allocated to patients anxious to earn 
a livelihood at pig and poultry farming.

Synopsis of Lilms. 


DLHEAINVISIBLE ENEMY n@7200eteet), 


This story of a mother and son takes place in the beautiful castle of 
Marimont and its grounds. A veiled figure (the Invisible Enemy) is seen 
in the far distance gradually drawing nearer and finally entering the castle. 

The mother sits by the bedside of her son, the heir to the property—he 
is dying of tuberculosis. Faintly, at first, then growing clearer, the veiled 
figure appears, and the son seeing it cries out: ‘‘Take my wealth, take all 
that I possess, but give me my life and health,’’ but the figure vanishes. 

The scene changes to the castle grounds once more and another visitor 
(the Doctor) arrives—as he has arrived day after day for two years. 

The mother and doctor meet. In reply to her question he answers: ‘‘No 
change,’’ and in despair she asks: : ‘‘What have I done that I should be so 
cruelly punished?’’ And the doctor tells her gently that there are more 
causes than one responsible for the spread of this cruel disease, and that 
only those who had watched constantly over her child from infancy onwards 
could answer the question. 

The heartbroken mother, ready to sacrifice everything, wanders rest- 
lessly from castle to park and from park to terrace and back to the hall of 
her castle where she sinks into a chair groaning: ‘‘There is no justice on 
earth.’’ 

Then, as in the bedroom, the symbolic figure appears gradually, touches 
her head and asks: ‘‘Shall I show you what has brought your son to this 
state?’’ And the mother makes a sign—yes., 

The scene changes to the time when the son (now a young man) was 
a baby and the father and mother, proud of their infant, stand on each side 
of his cradle playing with him and fondling him. ‘‘In kissing him his father 
gave the baby the first infection, for your husband was tuberculous in those 
days, strong though he is now.?’’ 

The germs of tuberculosis (called bacilli because they are shaped like 
rods) are carried in the phlegm (magnified slide shown here). 

‘“The strong constitution of your child would probably have overcome 
the first infection, but the nurse, too, was tuberculous, she spread infection, 
not only by coughing and in kissing, but also by sucking the feeding bottle 
before giving it to the baby.”’ 

The mother is amazed. ‘‘It was your duty to inquire as to the health 
of the person to whom you entrusted your child. You should have noticed 
her dry cough; her anaemia; her loss of appetite; her tiredness.’’ 

The danger of living in contact with a tuberculous person is shown by 
an experiment—twenty glass sides are placed two yards from a consumptive 
who coughs and takes no trouble to prevent the spread of tubercle bacilli— 
they are found on all the slides. 
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A picture of a lung with a cavity—such cavities contain tubercle bacilli 
which are spat up by the patient. In this lies the great danger of the cough 
of the consumptive. 

The mother cries ‘‘Alas! I was ignorant of this terrible danger.’’ And 
the figures replies: ‘‘It is just the ignorance of millions like yourself that 
causes the miseries of mankind—it is through ignorance that* people daily 
commit crimes of which the victims are their own children.’’ 

Even after all this infection ear/y treatment would have cured both the 
child and nurse—tuberculosis is not invincible—cholera and plague were once 
our masters and men, believing themselves powerless, submitted to their 
fate without an effort—but everyone must heip if we are to conquer tuber- 
culosis—ignorance and indifference help it to spread. 

“Your child was exposed to infection in yet another way’’—the film 
shows a consumptive beggar at a church door, he coughs, spitting on the 
pavement; the mother gives him some money; she walks, not seeing it, in 
the sputum; gets into the carriage and drives home. 

The nurse and baby are in the nursery and the mother goes up to them 
—the sputum is still on her boot, though she did rub her feet on the mat 
before coming in—as she puts the child back on the floor after kissing him, 
some of the sputum is left on the floor; the baby finds it, puts his fingers 
in it and puts them in his mouth. 

The horror-struck mother seeing this vision turns to the figure asking : 
‘‘But if so many dangers threaten us how is it possible to escape all infection,’ 
and the reply comes: “‘It is not necessary to escape all infection, but one must 
diminish the chances of infection as far as possible and strengthen the body 
in order to increase the natural powers of resistance. The amount of tuber- 
culosis revealed by post-mortem examinations is so great that some infection 
seems inevitable, but most of these people did not die of tuberculosis, the 
infection often passed unnoticed because their resistance was so good that 
they were able to overcome it. But what did your boy dor He undermined 
his health by overwork. Look at this vision of him as a school boy cramming 
his lessons, gathering up his books in haste, even from under the bed, 
helped by you, and dashing off down the street to the school. 

Look again later on, how instead of increasing his natural resistance 
by a healthy diet, he prefers to eat sweets instead of his luncheon. 

And again how he refuses to go boating on the castle lake with you 
and his father, and, instead, goes bicycling with a friend, dashing along 
dusty roads, overdoing his strength until at a fountain he stops for a drink 
and he and his friend pull out cigarettes and smoke. 

All the infections to which your son, even in his cradle fell a victim, 
weakened his power of resistance, which in the end broke down. 

Even then he could have been saved—when the doctor had examined 
and found him to be suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis his state was not 
hopeless. Many patients regain their health in sanatoriums or in their own 
homes, but he would not follow the doctor’s advice. 

‘‘Oh, you who seem to know everything, tell me how to save my child,”’’ 
and the answer comes? ‘‘Too late.’’ 

The mother gazing at the veiled figure sees as in a vision her dying son 
and the castle which he will not live to inherit, and the figure divining her 
thoughts says gently: ‘‘You regard me as a cruel enemy and yet it is in 
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answer to your constant call that I come, seeking new victims. Will you, 
who are now enlightened, consecrate your broken life to save others from the 
‘danger to which, through ignorance, you fell a victim?”’ 

It is a great and difficult task! But it will only be through the co- 
operation of an intelligent and enlightened people that humanity will conquer 
this disease. * 

With a little good will, and less indifference, nine out of ten could 
escape the fatal issue if only treatment were begun early enough and 
continued long enough. 

Will you enlighten them and give them the knowledge by which they 
can avoid the mistakes of which you were the victim, 

Remember that, taken in time, that is, when the disease is first suspected 
tuberculosis is curable and is often cured, 

Teach them the benefits of open air and the consequences of bad habits. 
Teach them to protect themselves from dirt. Hygiene in living, hygiene 
in the house. Air, light, cleanliness—the human flower is of all flowers the 
one that needs the sun the most. Give your children health, that most 
precious of possessions! It is a social duty from the point of view of national 
interest and general well-being. Prevention is better than cure. Remember 
those words, ‘‘Too late,’’ for then the science of medicine is powerless. 

Go and teach the truth: ‘‘The Fate of Each Man is in his own Hands.’’ 


A DAY IN A SANATORIUM (1,450 feet). 
(Brompton Hospital Sanatorium, Frimley.) 


The word ‘‘Sanatorium’’ is but too well known to thousands in this 
country; but only the few, who have themselves had treatment in one, have 
any idea what the life is like, how the day is spent and in what the treatment 
consists. 

Unfounded conceptions have arisen which do harm—by some a 
sanatorium is considered a gloomy place full of bed-ridden invalids; by 
others, a palace of ease and luxury where any benefit to health is more than 
counterbalanced by damage to character. 

The result is that patients who are advised sanatorium treatment are , 
often reluctant to consent while on the other hand these institutions do not 
meet with the hearty support they deserve. 

It is to dispel this ignorance that this bright and attractive film has been 
taken, with the intention of showing patients that the life may be an active 
happy road to health, and of interesting their people by making them under- 
stand what their relations who are away for treatment are doing and what is 
happening to them. 

The pictures show the everyday life at an actual institution. 

The principle of treatment pursued and illustrated is that of rest followed 
by increasing graduated outdoor exercise and outdoor work. 

The inner meaning of what is seen is carefully explained by descriptive 
text interspersed between the pictures. 

But though the titles explain themselves, they will make excellent texts 
for a lecturer to enforce and expand, as the film is being put through. 
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There are 54 scenes of a very attractive and interesting character and 
36 of the descriptive titles and text just mentioned. 

The early scenes show the grounds and the exterior of the sanatorium, 
which is a pleasing building placed among charming wooded surroundings 
with beautiful views. 

These are followed by pictures of the interior, of the wards, the dining, 
and recreation halls. 

After a few short titles giving the essentials of treatment, the day begins, 
and the life of the sanatorium is taken, hour by hour, showing what is doing 
in the various parts. 

The life of those well enough to be up and take exercise is alternated 
with pictures of those who are confined to bed or largely resting. 

Those who are fit rise at 6.45 and bed making is followed by breakfast. 
Vegetables are prepared for dinner and then exercise starts for those who 
are fit. Patients, men and women, are seen walking. 

The next nine scenes deal with the treatment of patients, for whom 
rest is prescribed, in bed and on special balconies. 

Then dinner, followed by rest, after which walking is resumed, or for 
those on the road to recovery, graduated labour. 

The tests governing this system are explained and then follow 14 scenes 
showing the varied grades of graduated labour, starting with light garden 
work, then rolling and mowing, then general work on the land passing on 
finally to the heaviest work, tree-felling. 

The next scenes show the pig farm which is run by the patients. Further 
examples follow of the results of useful work done by the patients in a 
large greenhouse built by them and a reservoir holding 500,000 gallons which 
patients excavated and constructed. 

Women patients are shown doing similar but lighter work, 

Next come half a dozen scenes of the recreations, indoor and outdoor, 
which cheer the patients after the day’s work is done. 

The recreation room, the reading room, and library (with view into 
Dutch garden), and the concert hall are shown, also games of croquet, clock- 
golf and bowls and a group of girls at a piano. 

The final scenes are those of visiting days and holidays, e.g., a tea 
party on a bank holiday, and last, a farewell scene of patients leaving at 
the end of their treatment. 


Ai ORY (OP ORNs MONT He OO steer: 


(The Eradication of Tuberculosis on the 
Edinburgh System.) 


The story shows how in dark, ill-ventilated tenements (1) the death- 
rate from tuberculosis is highest. Here (2) a ‘‘Tuberculosis Nest’’ is situated. 
Its inmates comprise John M’Neil, aged 44, a compositor; his wife Mrs. 
M’Neil, aged 37; their daughter Mary M’Neil, aged 17, a bookbinder; and 
their other two children, Angus and Flora, aged 12 and 10. Mrs. M’Neil is 
in an advanced stage of tuberculosis, infecting the others and treating herself 
with quack medicine. 
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Her daughter Mary knows better. She goes to (3) The Royal Victoria 
Dispensary for the Prevention of Consumption, where she is examined and 
diagnosed. She has early disease, which may be suitably treated at the 
dispensary. | 

From the dispensary a nurse visits (4) the infected home, discovers 
Mrs. M’Neil in bed, and sets about correcting the dangerous conditions. 
Later (5) the dispensary doctor holds a ‘‘March Past’’ of the other members 
of the family, and finds Mrs. M’Neil to be gravely ill, beyond hope of 
recovery; -John M’Neil to have moderately advanced disease, requiring 
sanatorium treatment; and Angus and Flora to be ‘“‘tuberculous seedlings’’ 
for whom life at an open-air school is essential. 

On these lines the dispensary doctor (6) undertakes a direct and 
thorough-going attack on the disease. (7) Mrs. M’Neil is removed to 
(8) the City Hospital for Advanced Cases, where her symptoms are relieved 
and her life is brightened in (9) the tuberculosis wards, and in (10) the open- 
air shelters. The Medical Officer of. Health’ meantime carries out (Il) 
disinfection of the home. 

Angus and Flora are admitted to (12) the open-air school, and (13) John 
M’Neil is admitted to a sanatorium (The Royal Victoria Hospital). Here 
he passes through the various stages of sanatorium treatment—(14) rest in 
bed; (15) graduated walking and postural exercises; (16) tuberculin treat- 
ment; (17) graduated activity—-grade A, raking, (11) grade B, emptying 
garden boxes, (19) grade C, cutting grass, and (20) grade D, roadmaking. 

As John M’Neil’s case requires more prolonged treatment to ensure a 
permanent cure, he is transferred to (21) The Royal Victoria Farm Colony, 
where he is (22) received by the colony doctor, who takes him in hand for a 
year. He Jearns various departments of farm work, for example—(23) 
growing flowers for market, (24) rearing pigs, (25) feeding poultry, and (26) 
raising cabbages. 

On (27) returning home cured, he is offered through the colony doctor 
employment on a farm, and is soon at (28) his new employment. The story 
closes with John M’Neil (29) entering his fresh home, where (30) he is joined 
by his children, now restored to health. 


HOW TUBERCULOSIS, Is GCAwSrD (950 caw, 


‘“How Tuberculosis is Caused’’ is a scientific film, suitable for nurses, 
probationers, and health visitors. Many of the pictures have explanatory 
labels on the film and many of the features are made clear by a pointer. 
The film, however, is one which would form a good basis for an accompanying 
lecture, 

The first picture shows, highly magnified in the phlegm, the rod-shaped 
‘microbe, the bacillus of tubercle, which is the cause of the disease. 

The bacillus is non-mobile and is contrasted with the trypanosome, to 
which sleeping sickness is due, and which is shown in active movement in 
the blood. 

Pictures of cultures of the bacillus of tubercle follow. 

The effects of the bacillus on the lung are shown by means of the diseased 
lung (contrasted with a healthy one) of a guinea-pig. 
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X-ray pictures of the living chest follows, showing the transparent 
healthy lung, the movements of the heart and of the diaphragm, followed 
again by similar pictures of the human lung, healthy and tuberculous. 

Films of miliary tubercle in the lung and of more eeancee and destructive 
disease, with cavities, are next presented. 

But victory is not necessarily on the side of the invaders, and the film 
goes on to deal with the means of defence which the body puts into action 
against the invading bacilli, and by which they can be overcome. 

Pie defence is the nor of special cells, among which are the white 
cells of the blood (leucocytes). 

The circulation (highly magnified) of the cells of the blood in the vessels 
is shown and the movements of the heart together with the action of the 
leucocytes in dealing with invaders. The property of phagocytosis, by which 
the white cells surround and absorb the bacilli is illustrated. 

Giant cells are pointed out and the fibrous capsule, formed from the 
massed cells, which walls off the area of disease and prevents its spread is 
demonstrated. 


PRODUCTION, OF (“CERTIFIED MILK (800 teen: 


This film shows the methods 1n use at the Experimental Dairy 
Farm, Gracemount, under the Dtrection of the Royal Victorta 
Hospital Tuberculosts Trust for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


‘Certified milk,’ 1.e., the highest grade of milk, tubercle-free, must be 
produced from cows which have passed a prescribed tuberculin test and 
veterinary examination. 

The whole herd must be submitted to the tuberculin test at intervals of 
six months, and to veterinary examination not less than three times every 
year. 

Every animal added to the herd must be tested immediately before 
admission, | 

The milk must be bottled on the farm and be delivered, bottled, to the 
consumer, 

Certified milk must not at any time contain more than 30,000 organisms 
perc.c. or any coliform organisms in-0.1 c.c. 

It should contain not less than 3.5 per cent. of butter fat. 

Certified milk must not at any time during production be treated by 
heat. 

In order to produce certified milk it is essential that the herd should 
lie under sound physiological conditions. 

Accordingly, it is the practice of Gracemount Farm to have the cows 
outside daily, even during the winter months, as much as 1s feasible. 

The cow-shed is large; and perfect lighting, eration and cleanliness 
are ensured. 

The cows are groomed regularly and their hindquarters, tails and udders 
frequently clipped. 

To prevent contamination during the process of milking, considerable 
Careyis exercised in the toilet of the cow, 
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The ever-restless tail is tied to the leg; and the flanks and udder are 
washed and dried by the herdsman, 

The washing and drying of the udder is repeated by the milker, who 
pays more particular attention to the teats, 

The milker’s hands having been washed, the milking begins. 

A special type of pail is used, ciosed at the top with an opening at the 
side, thus effectually preventing debris from falling into the milk. 

The dry method of milking is adopted, no lubricant of any kind being 
used on the hands. 

The first or fore-milk is discarded, as it is poor in quality and contains 
a large number of bacteria. 

On completion, the milk of each cow is weighed and recorded. 

It is then poured through a removable, sterilised chute into a sterilised 
tank inside the dairy. 

Here the milk from several cows is mixed automatically, thereby 
ensuring a uniform product. 

From the tank the milk gravitates over a sterilised cooling apparatus, 
through which there is a circulation of cold water. 

This cools the milk quickly from approximately 100° F. to 50° F., thus 
further limiting risk of bacterial growth. 3 

Thence the milk passes into a simple, sterilised bottling apparatus, 
arranged on syphon principle, and thereafter into sterilised bottles, which 
are immediately sealed and capped. 

The caps are wired on by machine, so that the milk cannot be tampered 
with, until it reaches the consumer. 

Each bottle has then the date stamped on it and is ready for immediate 
delivery. 

Returned empty bottles are first cleansed by steeping in hot water and 
soda. 

They are then separately brushed, outside and inside, by means of an 
electrically-driven brushing machine with a continuous flow of hot water. 

Thereafter they are treated by means of an automatic hot spray. 

Finally, they are subjected to steam sterilisation under pressure for 
twenty minutes. 

Bottling apparatus, overalls, tanks, milk-pails, stools and all removable 
equipment in the dairy are sterilised after each milking. 

The various stages of the process are shown in the film. For conventence, 
the clipping of the animal and the sterilisation of the bottles are introduced 
AFTER the milking process has been shown. 


BURROW HILL. COLONY (S00 feet). 


Jim Davidson, a tuberculous ex-soldier, had been to a sanatorium where 
he got much better, but not well enough for a full day’s work. So the 
dispensary doctor arranged for him to go to Burrow Hill Colony where he 
will have further treatment and at the same time be trained in open-air work. 

The first picture shows the dispensary Care committee discussing his 
future, and a member undertakes to visit him at the colony and report his 
progress to his mother. 
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Jim is then seen arriving at the colony and taken first to his cubicle and 
then to the medical superintendent for examination. 

Pictures follow of life and work at the colony-—breakfast—Jim’s first 
lesson in hoeing—cultivating parsnips—working in the outdoor tomato beds 
and for a short time in a greenhouse erected by colonists—bunching radishes 
for the market. 

Next the Care committee visitor is seen talking to him, then a picture 
of a lesson in bee-keeping. 

He is later transferred to the poultry-keeping section and later again 
to the pig farm. 

Rural carpentry—another course at the colony—is then illustrated. 

The film ends with pictures of the tubercle-free herd of cows on the farm 
attached to the colony, which supplies all the milk for the institution. 


ATK AND SUN ©00 Teet), 


“The Common Sun, the Air—the Skies 
To them are opening Paradise.”’

The subject of this short but picturesque film is the benefit to be derived 
from air and sun, not only as a means of special treatment for the diseased, 
but generally in strengthening and hardening the delicate and weakly, by a 
return for the time to the natural life, which owing to the restrictions of 
modern conditions we have too largely lost. 

The scenes are chiefly laid in Switzerland, which is shown not only as a 
land of winter, but as a land of the sun and of summer beauty. 

Similar methods are being followed in our own country, but need wider 
application, 

The film touches on adults, but deals chiefly with children, who have 
the greatest claim on our protective care, 

It shows that in the case of delicate children their school life need not 
be interrupted, but that training of the mind and body can go hand in hand. 
Nature herself too will be an object Jesson which must insensibly expand 
and improve the mind. 

The early pictures show the invalid at rest under different conditions in 
the open, but with returning strength active pursuits, work, and sport take 
their place. We follow the children in their country rambles, at their games, 
their work in the fields and garden, and at their picnic meals. We see them 
also earnestly at their lessons in open-air schools. One cannot but be struck 
by their joy and interest in all they do, and by the activity and swing of all 
their movements. Fatigue seems unknown. 

The life described is spent with the skin bare, and we see them hardening 
and bronzing till they brave the depths of winter without clothing, revelling 
amid ice and snow, skating, ski-ing and toboganning.
